It 1* situated 
Just south of Bowtell and Wainwrlght, 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific Is -with¬ 
in a quarter of a mile of the north¬ 
east corner of the park The Battle 
Hyar Rows through tha northwest end 
of the park and there are several small 
lakes scattered over the huge area 
The park was fenced last fall at a cost 
of 11.000 a mile.

wks that where owner* on a street not 1 
heretofore taken over by the city dewire 
sewer*, water or local Improvement* 
the council may require the written 
application and consent of the major¬ 
ity in number of the owners, represent¬ 
ing more Ilian one-half the assessed 
value. 

Aid. Turner said It was quite possi¬ 
ble that one or two owners might dsn 
the majority of the value, and he ask¬ 
ed how the minority In value, but per¬ 
haps a large majority in number, were 
going Xp overcome this? 

The mayor explained that the council, 
could abstain from asking for the 
written consent In such case and do 
the wqrk.
